1. Mr. John P. White, Vice President, and James F. Digby, 
his assistant, from the RAND Corporation, Santa Monica, California, 
visited me today to discuss possible ways in which RAND could assist 
in the development of the DCI program responding to the President s 
memorandum of 5 November 1971.

possibility of obtaining the necessary contractual funds. I told them 
that as of now I had no access to money for external research, but 
that I was not certain what the situation might be in the future.
